"I. know vye have many girls, in 
Illinois who are ! most qualified 
and would gain, valuable arid in- 
teresting experience as a United 
State Senate Page, and I hope 
many will apply,"- Senator Percy 
said.' . « 

; Percy explained that the pages 
must be between the ages of 14 
and 16 and have* completed the 
eighth grade of school. No dor- 
mitory facilities are provided for 
pages, therefore, a relative 'or. 
friend living in Washington would 
be most helpful for those girls 
applying. Each page's day be- 
gins at 6:30 in the morning, when 
he' goes to the Capitol Page 
School. The page stays in class 
Until 9:45 a.m. After class is dis- 
missed, a Senate Page reports to 
the cloakroom to, which he is as : 
signed. The morning duties are 
lo file, the Congressional Record 
and Calendar of Business for, each 
day on the Senator's desks, to- 
gether with bills, resolutions, doc- 
uments and reports that, may be 
before the Senate, Although the 
work is varied, the pages serve 
principally as messengers, carry- 
ing belwecn the Senate, Chamber 
and Senators' offices or commit- 
tees.
